During  1908,  the  excess  of  births  over  deaths  was  243  throughout 
the  whole  district,  which  for  registration  purposes  has  been  sub¬ 
divided  into  4  Sub-districts. 

1.  Weaverham,  having  an  area  of  18,000  acres,  includes  Acton 

Barnton,  Crowton,  Cuddington,  Delamere,  Eddisbury, 
Hartford,  Little  Leigh,  Oakmere,  and  Weaverham. 

2.  NORTHWICH,  having  an  area  of  10,891  acres,  includes 

Allostock,  Anderton,  Cogshall,  Comberbach,  Leftwich, 
Lostock  Gralam,  Marbury,  Marston,  Nether  Peover, 
Wincham,  and  Winnington. 

3.  OVER,  having  an  area  of  12,472  acres,  includes  Clive, 

Darnhall,  Eaton,  Little  Budworth,  Marton,  Moulton,  and 
Wimboldsley. 

4.  Middlewich,  having  an  area  of  12,938  acres,  includes 

Bostock,  Byley,  Davenham,  Kinderton,  Lach  Dennis, 
Rudheath,  Stanthorne,  Sproston,  and  Whatcroft. 
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The  population  of  this  Rural  District  was  estimated  to  be  24,350 
to  the  middle  of  1908,  which  number  was  distributed  amongst  the 
sub-districts  as  follows :

Births. — The  number  of  births  registered  during  the  year  was 
562,  of  which  286  were  males,  and  276  females.  The  rate  per 
1,000  was  23*8,  and  the  number  is  an  increase  upon  last  year  of  8, 
although  it  is  46  behind  the  average  for  the  past  ten  years. 

The  distribution  of  these  births  was  as  follows ;  203  in  both 
Weaverham  and  Northwich,  83  in  Over,  and  73  in  Middlewich. 
The  number  of  illegitimate  births  was  17,  giving  a  rate  of  about 
7%  of  births. 

Full  particulars  of  the  numbers  and  sexes  during  each  quarter, 
in  each  sub-division  are  shown  in  Supplementary  Table  I. 


Deaths. — The  number  of  deaths  registered  during  the  year  was 
292,  of  which  114  were  in  Weaverham,  92  in  Northwich,  45  in 
Over,  and  41  in  Middlewich.  Six  occurred  in  the  Isolation 
Hospital  at  Leftwich.  Twenty-nine  deaths  were  from  zymotic 
diseases,  16  from  consumption  of  the  lungs,  and  11  from  consump¬ 
tion  of  other  organs,  27  were  from  cancer,  39  from  diseases  of  the 
lungs,  4  from  alcoholism,  14  from  premature  birth,  39  from  heart 
disease,  29  from  old  age,  9  from  accidents,  3  from  suicide,  and  the 
remainder  from  various  other  causes. 
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There  were  26  inquests  held  ;  8  were  from  drowning,  4  of  which 
were  accidental,  2  suicidal  and  2  homicidal,  2  were  found  dead, 
3  were  from  falls,  2  were  from  violence,  one  of  which  there  was 
no  evidence  to  show  the  cause,  and  the  other  was  from  collision 
with  van  while  cycling ;  1  was  from  poison  (suicidal),  and  the 
remainder  from  various  other,  more  or  less,  natural  causes,  e.g. ; 
eating  raw  potatoes,  apoplexy,  premature  birth,  convulsions,  heart 
disease,  syncope,  &c.,  &c. 

Two  deaths  were  not  certified. 

The  death  rate  is  11*9  per  1,000,  which  is  1*0  less  than  the  ten 
years'  average. 

There  has  been  5  deaths  of  illegitmate  children,  from  whooping 
cough,  bronchitis,  premature  birth,  stomatitis,  and  tubercular 
meningitis.  Two  of  the  mothers  were  salt  packers,  2  domestic 
servants,  and  1  a  dress  maker. 


Infantile  Mortality. — The  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under 
1  year  of  age  is  65,  which  is  10  more  than  last  year,  but  8  less  than 
the  ten  years’  average.  It  is  nearly  one  fifth  of  the  whole  number 
of  deaths. 

The  rate  per  1,000  births  is  115  which  is  the  highest  for  5  years, 
though  1  less  than  the  ten  years’  average. 

These  deaths  are  distributed  amongst  the  4  sub-districts  as 
follows  ;  Weaverham  20,  North wich  22,  Over  14,  and  Middlewich  9. 

The  causes  of  these  deaths  was  as  follows ;  J  4  were  due  to 
premature  birth,  11  to  marasmus,  15  to  lung  diseases,  5  to 
tubercular  diseases,  4  to  whooping  cough,  4  to  diarrhoea,  4  to 
convulsions,  and  the  remainder  to  various  other  causes. 

Tables  V  give  a  detailed  list  of  the  numbers  in  each  sub-district. 
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Zymotic  Deaths. — The  number  of  deaths  from  infectious 
diseases  during  the  year  was  25 — 1  was  from  measles,  5  from 
scarlet  fever,  5  from  whooping  cough,  3  from  diphtheria,  1  from 
typhoid  fever,  5  from  diarrhoea,  and  5  from  influenza. 

Eight  deaths  occured  in  the  Isolation  Hospital,  5  from  scarlet 
fever,  2  from  diphtheria,  and  1  from  typhoid  fever.  Five  of  these 
were  persons  not  belonging  to  this  district. 

Zymotic  Diseases. — The  number  of  notifications  received  was 
191,  which  is  considerably  less  than  that  for  the  previous  year,  but 
still  much  greater  than  the  average. 

It  is  a  curious  fact  that  since  there  has  been  considerable 
Isolation  (Hospital)  accommodation,  there  has  been  an  increase  in 
the  number  of  cases  of  scarlet  fever. 

Of  these  191  cases,  27  were  diphtheria,  15  were  erysipelas,  1  wTas 
enteric  fever,  and  the  remaining  148  were  scarlet  fever.  The 
cases  were  not  specially  related  to  one  another  in  the  sense  of  an 
epidemic,  but  both  the  diphtheria  and  scarlet  fever  were  scattered 
over  the  district,  and  also  were  distributed  pretty  evenly  through¬ 
out  the  year,  as  in  the  4  quarters  respectively  the  numbers  of 
diphtheria  cases  were  10,  6,  7  and  4,  and  those  of  scarlet  fever 
were  37,  33,  32  and  46. 

Table  III  gives  the  numbers  of  cases  in  each  locality,  and  also 
those  sent  to  hospital. 

Several  schools  have  been  closed  during  the  early  part  of  the 
year,  for  whooping  cough  and  measles ;  Moulton  from  Jan.  13th 
to  Feb.  24th ;  Hartford  from  March  18th  to  April  17th  ;  Penny's 
Lane  from  March  4th  to  March  26th ;  Crowton  from  May  27th  to 
July  7th. 

Bacteriological  Diagnosis. — There  has  been  25  swabs  from 
throats  of  persons  suspected  of  having  diphtheria,  submitted  to 
Professor  Delepine,  of  which  19  gave  a  negative  result,  and  6  an 
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affirmative.  Only  1  sample  of  blood  was  submitted  for  “Widal’s” 
test  for  enteric  fever ;  this  gave  a  negative  result. 

Factories  and  Workshops. — There  are  121  of  these  upon  the 
register,  27  being  bakehouses.  They  are  in  good  sanitary  condition. 
One  hundred  and  fifty-six  inspections  have  been  made,  and  5 
nuisances  dealt  with.  There  are  no  home-workers. 

Housing. — There  has  been  plans  passed  during  the  year  for  33 
new  dwelling  houses,  and  9  for  additions  to  existing  houses, 
3  recreation  rooms  have  been  erected.  On  the  other  hand  7  houses 
have  been  condemned  as  unfit  for  habitation. 

The  need  for  cottages  and  houses  is  still  of  a  very  acute  nature, 
and  it  is  quite  impossible  to  exact  a  good  standard  of  cottage,  as  it 
is  simply  a  choice  of  what  already  exists  or  none. 

Water  Supply. — The  San di way  Water  Works  have  been 
considerably  enlarged  and  extended,  and  extensions  have  also  been 
carried  out  in  Kinderton,  Sproston  and  Lostock. 

The  water  from  5  wells  has  been  condemned  as  bad,  and  in 
3  instances  this  has  been  dealt  with,  but  the  other  2  are  “Crown 
Property,”  and  as  such  are  outside  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Rural 
District  Council ;  they  remain  unaltered. 

Crown  Property. — Within  this  Council’s  area  are  several 
hundred  acres  of  Crown  property,  upon  which  insanitary  condi¬ 
tions  exist,  and  upon  which  houses  and  buildings  are  erected 
which  are  quite  beyond  the  control  of  the  Bye-laws,  as  the 
“Crown”  is  above  the  jurisdiction  of  a  Rural  District  Council. 
The  anomalous  results  of  such  a  condition  are  shown  by  the 
erection  of  some  small  holdings  at  Deiamere.  By  mere  chance  the 
plans  of  one  of  these  holdings  came  under  the  notice  of  the 
Council’s  Surveyor,  and  it  was  found  that  there  was  no  drainage 
system  at  all  either  to  house  or  shippons,  that  a  “Dairy”  some  4ft. 


by  9ft.,  was  the  only  keeping  place  or  pantry  provided,  and  the  cows 
were  to  be  tied  np,  with  their  heads  to  a  blank  wall  without  any 
air  space  or  gang- way  in  front  of  them  ;  these  are  elementary 
requirements  which  the  bye-laws  of  this  Council  would  enforce, 
but  the  “Crown”  can  set  an  example  of  how  things  ought  not  to 
be  done,  and  erect  a  permanent  model,  without  the  local  authority 
being  able  to  alter  matters. 

The  Report  of  the  Inspector  which  is  appended,  gives  an  epitome 
of  the  Sanitary  condition  of  the  district,  and  also  of  the  work  done 
during  the  year.
